Wholesale prices in June, as measured by the Board of Trad® 
index number, showed no change compared with May, food 
prices falling by 0-3 per cent., while those of industrial materials 
and manufactures rose by 0-2 per cent. Since August 1939 the 
aggregate increases have been: all articles 69 per cent., food 
and tobacco 74 per cent., and industrial materials and mdnu- 
factures 67 per cent. 


The regrouped data, in which the prices of industrial materials 
and manufactures (except fuel) are classified according to the 
stage of completion reached by the products concerned, showed 
increases of 0-4 per cent. for basic materials, 0-1 per cent. for 
intermediate products and 0:3 per cent. for manufactured 
articles. In comparison with August 1939 the increases were : 
basic materials 97 per cent., intermediate products 69 per cent. 
and manufactured articles 45} per cent. Prices of building 
materials showed a rise of 0-3 per cent. on May, the increase 
since the outbreak of war being 47 per cent. 


The much greater rise since pre-war shown for basic materials 
might suggest that the price of (say) raw wool had advanced 
much more than those of wool yarn and cloth, but this con- 
clusion would be almost wholly false. In general, there is not a 
very great difference between the price rises shown at the various 
stages of manufacture of any one article, and in several cases 
the rise has actually been least for the raw material because the 
full effect of a subsidy is visible there. The true explanation 
of the greater rise shown by the raw materials index is essentially 
that it contains various items, such as paper-making materials, 
Which have increased enormously in price and for which there 
8No quotation available at later stages of manufacture ; similarly 
the index for intermediate products is raised above that for 
manufactured articles mainly because it includes timber.

Price CHANGES IN CommopItTy GROUPS 


The table on page 265 shows the number of items included in 
each of the groups of commodities distinguished in compiling 
the index number, and the percentage changes in each group 
comparing prices in June with those of a month and a year 
earlier, and with those of the last pre-war month. 


Food and Tobacco.—The largest price change recorded in the 
food and tobacco group was in respect of oranges, the average 
of which fell by 12 per cent. as a result of a change in the control 
price which became effective on June 4th. A decrease was also 
recorded in the “‘ other food group” for coffee (2 per cent.)'and in 
the cereals group there were average falls of 3} per cent. for 
English malting barley and of 14 per cent. for both English 
Gazette barley and in the effective price paid by millers for 
home-grown wheat. The only rises recorded were for potatoes 
and tomatoes, the averages of which increased by 2 per cent. 
and 3} per cent. respectively. No other change reached 1 per 
cent. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures—Among “ other 
textiles’ the average price recorded for jute rose by slightly 
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over 1} per cent., while in the miscellaneous group increases of 
between 4 and 44 per cent. were recorded for imported hides, 
native hides and calfskins. A rise of rather more than 2 per cent. 
for pressed bricks resulted partly from a price change during May, 

The increases in both the metal groups were due to price 
changes for fishplates, brass and lead, which occurred during 
May, but which only had their full effect on the index in June, 

Percentage Changes.—The following table shows in 5 per cent, 
ranges the increases and decreases among the price averages for 
food and industrial materials :—

Furniture 


The Board of Trade have issued the Furniture (Control of 
Manufacture and Supply) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 769, 
price 2d.), which revokes and substantially re-enacts the four 
Domestic Furniture (Control of Manufacture and Supply) 
Orders, the two Metal Furniture (Control of Manufacture and 
Supply) Orders and the Hearth Furniture (Control of Manufac- 
ture and Supply) Order, 1943. (See Board of Trade Journal, 
6th February 1943, page 52.) 

The control on the manufacture, and the supply by the manu- 
facturer of wooden and other domestic furniture, metal furniture 
and hearth furniture is maintained by the new Order, which 
comes into force on Ist August 1944, with the following minor 
modifications :— 

(1) The definition of “ manufacture’’ has been modified to 
include “reconstruction” and “conversion” but not other 
alterations or repairs. 

(2) Any declarations obtained by manufacturers for the 
purposes of the Order or of a licence issued under it must be 
retained for 18 months. 

(3) Manufacturers of metal and hearth furniture whose 
businesses include wholesale or retail branches may now, if the 
Board of Trade consent, take advantage of the relief for composite 
businesses hitherto available only under the Domestic Furniture 
(Control of Manufacture and Supply) Orders. 

Apart from these changes, the provisions of the control remain 
as before. In particular, the maximum prices which may be 
charged by manufacturers for utility furniture are unaltered. 
Licences, directions and exemptions issued under the Domestic 
and Hearth Furniture Orders will still be valid as if they had 
been issued under this Order, but manufacturers of metal 
furniture require new licences after 31st July 1944. 


Hosiery 


As from Ist August the Hosiery Production Branch of the 
Ministry of Supply will be merged with the Civilian Hosiery 
Control of the Board of Trade in a unified Control. Mr. L. 
Foyster will be Controller and Mr. C. R. Coleman Deputy Con- 
troller. This measure has been decided upon by the President 
of the Board of Trade and the Minister of Supply in order to 
facilitate joint planning of hosiery production of Service and 
civilian use, including demands for relief. 

The functions of the Contracts Department and the Chief 
Inspectorate of Clothing of the Ministry of Supply in respect of 
Government contracts for hosiery will remain unchanged and 
Government demands will be dealt with as formerly through the 
Director General of Equipment and Stores, Ministry of Supply, 
who will use the Hosiery Control as his agent. 

Mr. Frank Stockall, the Deputy Director of Clothing and 
Textiles (Hosiery) has been appointed Director of Hosiery 
Production (Service and Relief) in the Control, which will in 
future be known as the Hosiery Control and will be part of the 
Board of Trade. He will be responsible for the planning of the 


Service production and his office will remain, as at present, at 
Loughborough. 

Mr. H. W. P. McMeekin has been appointed Director of Hosiery 
Production (Civilian). 

The main office of the Hosiery Control will remain at East 
Court, West Walk, Leicester, but correspondence relating to 
Service contracts should continue to be addressed to 4 Burton 
Street, Loughborough. 


Utility Apparel 
INFANTS’ AND GIRLS’ WEAR 


The Board of Trade have issued the Utility Apparel (Infants’ 
and Girls’ Wear) (No. 3) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 
No. 771, price 1d.) which come into force on Ist August 1944, 
amend and extend the provisions of the No. 2 Directions 1944 
(see Board of Trade Journal, 8th April, 1944, p. 136) and also a 
new schedule under the title “Schedule I.G.2”” which is pub- 
lished separately (price 9d.), and which replaces Schedule I.G. 
issued in March 1944. 

The principal alterations to Schedule I.G. are given in the 
Foreword to Schedule I.G.2 and include the following :— 

(1) The undermentioned cloths have been added to those 
specified in Schedule I.G. for the garments stated.

A number of cloths have also been added to those specified in 
Schedule I.G. for Girls’ Gym Blouses and for Infants’ Overalls

Provision has been made for the use of cloths of Specification 
Numbers G217, B217 and 217, G220, B220 and 220. 


(2) The manufacture of matching headwear made from wool 
cloths for sale with girls’ coats up to 28 inches in length is per- 
mitted under these Directions. 


(3) An increase from 5 per cent. to 74 per cent. has been made 
in the amount of cloth which, although not expressly referred to in 
the Schedule, may be used in the manufacture of any garment 
specified therein. 

(4) Higher ceiling prices have been scheduled for gym tunics, 
blazers and blouses and for overcoats not of a stock size. 

(5) Slight alterations have been made to the minimum dimen- 


sions specified for certain sizes of gym blouses and directoire 
knickers. 
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Oilskins 

The Board of Trade have issued the Utility Apparel (Oil- 
skins) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 784, price 1d.) and 
also a Schedule of Utility Oilskins (price 2d.) which is published 

separately. 

These Directions, which come into force on 27th July, autho- 
rise the making-up of a range of oilskin garments suitable for 
wear by fishermen, and another range on other outdoor workers. 
Manufacturers’ ceiling prices are fixed by the Directions. 

These garments must be made according to the specifications 
in the Schedule of Utility Oilskins, and must conform in all 
respects to the sample garments deposited with the Chamber 
of Commerce at one of the following places: London, Man- 
chester, Liverpool, Norwich, Edinburgh and Glasgow. 

The present addresses are: 69 Cannon Street, London, 
E.C.4; Ship Canal House, King Street, Manchester, 2; 1 Old 
Hall Street, Liverpool, 3; 20 All Saints’ Green, Norwich; 25

Pencils 


Revised maximum prices have been fixed by the Board of 
Trade, after consultation with the Central Price Regulation 
Committee, for the five types of war-time pencils. The manu- 
facturers’ maximum prices are laid down by the Pencils (Manu- 
facturers’ Maximum Prices) (No. 2) Directions, 1944 (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 779, price 1d.) and those for wholesalers and retailers 
by the Pencils (Maximum Prices) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 
No. 783, price ld.). They are as follows :—

These prices include delivery charges, except on manufac- 
turers’ deliveries and wholesalers’ parcels of a value less than £5 
and £3 respectively (excluding purchase tax). . 

The new prices come into operation on Tuesday, Ist August 
1944. 

The Pencils (Control of Manufacture and Supply) (No. 2 
Order 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 778 printed with 8S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 779 above), which comes into force on the same date, 
requires manufacturers to send a detailed invoice relating to each 
sale of pencils of these types within seven days of the transaction. 

It should be noted that pencils may not be decorated except 
under the authority of a licence issued by the Board.

Private imports into French West Africa will, 
however, be limited both in respect of the goods affected and the 
channels used. Applications for licences to export goods must 
be accompanied by Certificates of Essentiality issued by the 
French Authorities in London (Direction de l’Armement, 3 St. 
James’s Square, S.W.1) but firms should not seek such a certifi- 
cate unless the order has received an import licence from the 
Authorities in Dakar.

PRISONER OF WAR MAIL FROM FAR EAST 


The Post Office announces that some 46,000 postcards and 
letters from prisoners of war and civilian internees in Japanese 
hands have reached this country recently and have been delivered. 

About a third of these items came from camps in Thailand 
(Siam). The remainder come mainly from camps in Japan, 
Hong Kong, occupied China, Korea, Formosa, Malaya, Borneo 
and Java. Nearly all the items from civilian internees originated 
in Stanley Camp, Hong Kong. 
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CIVIL POSTAL SERVICE EXTENDED TO ROME AND 
VATICAN CITY STATE 


The Postmaster-General announces that the civil postal service 
with Italy has now been extended to Rome City and to the 
Vatican City State. 

The service is restricted to unregistered letters not exceeding 
2 ounces in weight and postcards of a purely personal nature. 
No business, commercial, or financial correspondence is allowed. 

No Air Mail, Money Order or Parcel Post facilities are at present 
available. 


PARCEL POST SERVICE TO ADDIS ABABA, 
ETHIOPIA AND ERITREA 


The Postmaster-General announces that parcels may now be 
sent to Addis Ababa and certain other places in Ethiopia 
(Abyssinia) and also to civil addresses in the occupied territory 
of Eritrea. The sender of a parcel to Ethiopia or to a civil 
address in Eritrea must hold a Censorship Permit and must 
comply with the statutory export and currency regulations. In 
the case of Eritrea all parcels sent for commercial purposes are 
subject to import licences for which applications must be made 
by the addressees to the Trade Commissioner, B.M.A., Eritrea.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS

notices, H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has for- 
warded copies of Notifications Nos. 9 and 11 I.T.C./44 dated 
22nd and 29th April 1944 respectively, Notifications Nos. 13 
and 14 I.T.C./44 dated 6th May 1944, and Notifications Nos. 15 
and 16 I.T.C./44 dated 13th May 1944, which provide for the 
following further amendments to the Schedule annexed to 
Notification No. 23 I.T.C./43 (see Board of Trade Journal, 25th 
September 1943, pages 357-367 and subsequent notices).

CLOTHING—STYLE RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
Board of Trade Journal of 22nd April, page 154, the Board of 
Trade have received a copy of Government Notice No. 970 of 
16th June, published in the Union Government Gazette Extra- 
ordinary of the same date, which contains a revised schedule of 
civilian clothing subject to making-up restrictions in the Union. 

The revised list of the clothing concerned is given below. 
Detailed particulars of the restrictions may be seen at the Depart 
ment of Overseas Trade, Hawkins House, Dolphin Square, 
Grosvenor Road, London, 8.W.1. 

I. Men’s and youths’ (Leeds size 7, chest 29, waist 28 and 
upwards) civilian clothing of the following description :— 

(a) Overcoats (excluding raincoats and waterproofs—but se 
paragraph III below), (b) lounge jackets and dinner jackets, 
(c) sports jackets, (d) blazers, (e) waistcoats, (f) trousers and 
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shorts, (g) shirts (except Safari shirts made of drill), (4) pyjamas, 
(i) underwear (vests and pants), (7) dress suits (tailcoat). 

II. Women’s and maids’ civilian clothing :— 

(a) Overcoats, (b) jackets (including blazers, unlined or saddle 
lined), (c) waistcoats, (d) skirts, (e) slacks, ( f ) shorts, (g) dresses, 
(h) blouses, (¢) jumper suits, cardigan suits and cardigan-jumper 
suits made from woven cloth or knitted fabric, (7) all articles of 
night wear and underwear, other than corsets and brassieres. 

III. Men’s and youths’, women’s and maids’ civilian clothing 
of the following description :— 

(2) Men’s and youths’ raincoats made from cotton, Union or 
all-wool cloths proofed by any process other than rubber or oil- 
proofing. (b) Women’s and maids’ raincoats made from cotton, 
Union or all-wool cloths proofed by any process other than 
rubber or oil proofing. (c) Women’s and maids’ rubber-proofed 
fabric coats. (d) Men’s and youths’ rubber-proofed fabric 
coats. (e) Women’s and maids’ rubber-proofed fabric capes. 
(f ) Women’s and maids’ rubber-proofed fabric hoods. 

Notr.—The style restrictions continue to apply to such goods 
on importation into the Union. 





Trade and Industry 


Brazil 


INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


With reference to the notice in Board of Trade Journal, 1st July 
1944, page 245, concerning industrial production in Brazil, such 
notice should read as follows: the total value of national production 
in Brazil (farming, mineral and industrial) last year is placed at 
between Cruzeiros 40,000 million and Cr. 45,000 million, of 
which industrial production now represents approximately 
Cr. 25,000 million compared with Cr. 22,000 million in 1942 and 
Cr. 12,000 million in 1938. A large proportion of last year’s 
increase in industrial production is attributed to higher prices. 
The number of factories in Brazil in 1942 is given at 80,633 
(against 60,000 in 1938); the number of industrial workers, 
1,311,000 (950,000) ; exports of manufactured articles, 15,847 
tons (6,132 in 1939). 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— : 

Madras, 24th June. The sowing of paddy and dry crops is 
proceeding. Crops are fair. 

Bihar, 2nd July. Crops are good and the sowing of Bhadoi is 
progressing. 

Punjab, 3rd July. Crops are unchanged. 

Bombay, 8th July. Sowing has commenced. 

Central Provinces, 30th June. The sowing of paddy and minor 
crops is being continued.

Sweden 


DOMESTIC FIBRE PRODUCTION 


Necessity has caused a considerable increase in production of 
flax in Sweden. Before the war ample supplies were always 
available from Belgium and the Baltic States and there was no 
particular need for a local industry. Only 500 hectares were 
sown to flax in 1940. A year later 1,500 hectares were sown, 
increasing to 2,500 in 1942 and to between 3,500 and 4,000 
hectares in 1943. Unfortunately, 1942 was a poor flax year with 
very low yields, but, calculating on a basis of 3 tons of rippled 
flax straw per hectare, the 1943 yield probably amounted to 
between 10,500 and 12,000 tons. The Swedish Government has 
assisted the industry in various ways, including subsidies to the 
processing plants. Fine flax processing plants have been erected 
since 1941 and there is a modern flax laboratory at Svalév. 

Une company, whose production is based chiefly on flax 
raw material, early in 1943 obtained a Government loan for 
enlarging its “ cottonisation ” plant and improving the facilities 
for utilisation of short fibre flax which cannot be used advan- 
tageously by flax processing plants and flax spinning mills. 
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The Government has also been assisting the cultivation of 
hemp, and in 1943 the acreage was estimated at 2,500 acres 
against practically nil prior to 1942. Because of insufficient raw 
material hemp and jute have to a large extent been replacedjby 
paper, especially kraft paper, in the production of string and 
bags, and practically all string sold in Sweden to-day is made of 
paper, and paper bags are used extensively in trades where only 
jute sacks and bags were used formerly. A kind of specially 
reinforced and impregnated paper, suitable for binder twine, was 
developed when stocks of sisal and manila fibre became ex- 
hausted. Conservation of all available supplies of bags and 
twine, plus the development of paper substitutes, has enabled 
Sweden to change from complete dependence on imported 
material to virtual self-support, to say nothing of having entered 
the export field with considerable quantities of spinning paper 
for binder twine production. 


IMPORTS OF FOODSTUFFS 


The imports of foodstuffs which Sweden has been able to 
secure by means of the safe-conduct traffic with overseas countries 
during the war has meant a welcome and important contribution 
to the country’s food supply. According to a recently published 
survey they have, however, only constituted a small percentage 
of Sweden’s normal peace-time imports of such goods. The 
surplus of imports to Sweden of foodstuffs over exports amounted 
to no less than 940,000 tons in 1938 as against an average annual 
import of 192,000 tons during the three years 1941-1943. As 
the export of foodstuffs has been practically non-existent during 
the war, Sweden’s imports of foodstuffs during the last few years 
have thus amounted to about 20 per cent. of the pre-war figure.
